David  S.  King,  member  of  Con- 
gress from  Utah’s  second  congress- 
ional district,  will  be  the  speaker 
at  the  Young  Democratic  Club 
meeting  Thursday,  Nov.  11.  The 
meeting  will  be  held  in  the  Alumni 
House  at  5:00  p.m. 

THE  TOPIC  OF  the  Congress- 
man’s talk  will  be  the  difference 
between  the  Republican  and  Demo- 
cratic parties  and  the  89th  Con- 
gress. After  the  speech,  there  will 
be  a question  and  answer  period. 

The  Utah  lawmaker  is  a member 
of  the  House  Committees  on  Gov- 
ernment Operations  and  Interior 
and  Insular  Affairs. 

King  is  also  a member  of  the 
House  subcommittee  on  Foreign 
Operations  and  Government  In- 
formation. His  position  on  that 
committee  will  send  him  to  South 
Viet  Nam  between  Thanksgiving 
and  Christmas. 

THE  CONGRESSMAN  is  in  his 

third  term  in  the  Congress,  hav- 
ing served  from  1959  to  1963.  He 
is  a graduate  of  the  University  of 
Utah,  and  received  his  law  degree 
from  Georgetown  University  School 
of  Law  in  Washington,  D.  C.

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Sick,  Sick,  Sick  People 


There  is  a growing  group  of  sick,  sick, 
sick  people  in  this  country  who  are  opposed 
to  true  Americanism  and  are  turning  others 
in  this  near-treasonable  line  of  thinking. 

They  have  long  protested  the  hearings 
into  Communism  of  the  House  Un-Ameri- 
can Activities  Committee. 

Now  they  stand  in  the  street  in  protest 
of  our  effort  to  protect  the  rights  of  the 
people  of  South  Viet  Nam  and  the  Domin- 
ican Republic. 

But  the  height  of  this  sickness  c#me 
out  in  New  York  City  recently. 

The  widow  of  a career  Army  man  killed 
in  Viet  Nam  action  wras  plagued  with  slur- 
ring anonymous  phone  calls  and  unsigned 
letters.  They  have  said  “He  didn’t  belong 
in  Viet  Nam  in  the  first  place  . . . your 
husband  got  what  he  deserved  . . . I’m 
glad  ...  it  serves  you  light.” 

All  this  has  come  within  a week  of  this 
widow’s  notice  that  her  husband  died  at 
the  hands  of  the  Communist  Viet  Cong. 

Whether  w'e  realize  it  or  not,  even 
among  our  own  there  are  those  who  are 
dangerously  near  this  anti-American  at- 
titude when  they  try  to  avoid  military  ob- 
ligation without  just  cause. 

Of  course  this  attitude  of  pacifying  the 
Communists’  threat  to  the  world  by  fold-

Do  we  not  accept 
these  men  as  being  inspired  of 
God?  Then  why  don’t  we  let 
them  speak  upon  a topic  of  their 
own  choosing? 

Must  the  standards  of  BYU  be 
stressed  so  much  that  they  de- 
tract from  the  personal  thoughts 
and  experiences  of  these  inspired 
brethren?  I only  hope  that  the 
absence  of-  an  assigned  topic  this 
week  will  continue  to  rule  as  long 
as  I attend  school  here.

And  of  the  demonstrators  who  parade 
and  picket  against  sending  our  forces  to 
the  Dominican  Republic  and  Viet  Nam . 
“Those  folks  carrying  signs,  how  silly  they 
are.  We  are  trying  to  sell  the  world  our 
form  of  government.” 

That’s  the  American  attitude,  however 
sad  it  may  make  the  parents  of  this  dead 
17-year-old  Marine.

Blackout  Still  Mystery 


NE  WYORK,  (AP)— The  enorm- 
ity of  America’s  most  stunning 
technological  breakdown  emerged 
with  frightening  clarity  Wednesday 
but  the  mystery  of  how  it  could 
have  happened  at  all  remained  as 
dark  as  the  10-hour  power  black- 
out itself. 

ABOUT  30  MILLION  Americans, 
a sixth  of  the  population,  felt  the 
effect  of  the  paralyzing  electrical 
failure  in  eight  northeastern  states. 

At  its  peak,  the  breakdown 


spread  over  80,000  square  miles  of 
the  nation’s  most  populous  corn- 
er, trapped  900,000  persons  in  com- 
muter trains,  elevators  and  office 
buildings  in  scores  of  cities,  and  set 
in  motion  a mobilization  of  police 
and  emergency  forces  unmatched 
outside  of  a war  or  disaster  area. 

Consolidated  Edison  Co.  and  Ni- 
agara Power  Co.  officials  said  they 
still  could  not  pinpoint  the  precise 
origin  of  the  failure.

YOU,  TOO,  CAN  BE  INFERIOR 

The  second  gravest  problem  confronting  college  students  ’ 
today  is  inferiority  feelings.  (The  first  gravest  problem  is, 
of  course,  the  recent  outbreak  of  moult  among  sorority 
house  canaries.)  Let  us  today  look  into  the  causes  of  infe- 
riority feelings  and  their  possible  cures. 

Psychologists  divide  inferiority  feelings  into  three  princi- : 
pal  categories : J 

1.  Physical  inferiority. 

2.  Mental  inferiority. 

3.  Financial  inferiority. 

(A  few  say  there  is  also  a fourth  category:  ichthyological 
inferiority — a feeling  that  other  people  have  prettier  fish — 
but  I believe  this  is  common  only  along  the  coasts  and  in 
the  Great  Lakes  area.) 

Let  us  start  with  the  feeling  of  physical  inferiority,  per- 
haps the  easiest  to  understand.  Naturally  we  are  inclined 
to  feel  inferior  to  the  brawny  football  captain  or  the  beauti- 
ful homecoming  queen.  But  we  should  not.  Look  at  all  the 
people,  neither  brawny  nor  beautiful,  who  have  made  their 
marks  in  the  world.  Look  at  Napoleon.  Look  at  Socrates. 
Look  at  Caesar.  Look  at  Lassie. 

What  I mean  is  you  can’t  always  tell  what’s  inside  a 
package  by  looking  at  the  outside.  (Sometimes,  of  course, , 
you  can.

But  I digress.  Let  us  turn  now  to  the  second  category — 
mental  inferiority.

Take,  for  in- 
stance, the  classic  case  of  the  Sigafoos  brothers,  Claude  and 
Sturbridge,  students  at  a prominent  Western  university 
(Dartmouth).  It  was  always  assumed  that  Claude  was  the 
more  intelligent  just  because  he  knew  more  than  Sturbridge 
about  the  arts,  the  sciences,  the  social  sciences,  the  humani- 
ties, and  like  that.  Sturbridge,  on  the  other  hand,  was  ten 
times  smarter  than  Claude  when  it  came  to  tying  granny 
knots.  But  no  matter;  everybody  looked  down  on  “Stupid 
Sturbridge,”  as  they  called  him,  and  looked  up  to  “Clever 
Claude,”  as  they  called  him.  But  who  do  you  think  turned 
out  to  be  the  smart  one  when  their  granny  almost  got  loose 
and  ran  away?  You  guessed  it — good  old  Stupid  Sturbridge. 

We  arrive  now  at  the  final  category,  financial  inferiority. 
One  way  to  deal  with  this  condition  is  to  increase  your  in- 
come. You  can,  for  example,  become  a fence.  Or  you  can 
pose  for  a life  class,  if  your  college  is  well  heated. 

But  a better  way  to  handle  financial  inferiority  is  to  ac- 
cept it  philosophically.  Look  on  the  bright  side  of  poverty. 
True,  others  may  have  more  money  than  you  have,  but 
look  at  all  the  things  you  have  that  they  don’t— debts,  for 
instance,  and  hunger  cramps. 

Always  remember,  dear  friends,  that  poverty  is  no  dis- 
grace. It  is  an  error,  but  it  is  no  disgrace.

Regulations  Freshmen  Seek  Thirc 
Revamped  Victory  Of  Season 


USGA 


The  U.  S.  Golf  Association  an- 
nounced Tuesday  extensive 
changes  in  the  controversial  flag- 
stick  rule  and  rules  affecting  the 
cleaning  of  the  ball  on  greens. 

The  new  rules  are: 

1.  A TWO-STROKE  penalty  for 
hitting  an  unattended  flagstick 
from  anywhere  on  the  green.  (The 
rule  in  1964-65  called  for  a two- 
stroke  penalty  for  hitting  the  stick 
from  within  20  yards  of  the  hole.) 

2.  A GOLFER  MUST  play  con- 
tinually on  the  green  until  he  holes 
out.  (The  present  rule  specified 
that  the  golfer  who  was  away 
should  putt  first). 

3.  A BALL  ON  the  putting  green 
may  be  lifted  only  once  for  clean- 
ing and  this  must  be  done  before 
the  first  stroke  on  the  green.  (The 
current  regulation  permits  lifting 
and  cleaning  the  ball  before  every 
stroke  on  the  green). 

The  aim  of  these  new  procedures 
is  to  put  an  end  to  rounds  that 
take  between  four  and  five  hours 
and  speed  up  the  game  so  that  a 
round  may  be  completed  in  three 
to  three  and  a half  hours. 

THE  FLAGSTICK  rule  becomes 
a basic  rule  of  golf.  The  latter  two 
rules  are  authorized  for  local  op- 
tion. That  means  the  rules  are 
optional  to  local  directors. 

These  regulations  were  tried  on

Harold  Bradley,  head  basketball 
coach  at  the  University  of  Texas, 
who  will  be  a guest  lecturer  at  the 
third  annual  Brigham  Young  Uni- 
versity Clinic  Saturday,  has  won 
70.2  per  cent  of  his  games  in  30 
years  of  coaching.
